

LAST CALL FOR THE TRAIL RIDE 

JULY 30—AUGUST 2, 1931 

Starting from Banff over a little-used but spectacular trail through a wonderful game and trout 
fishing country.

Starting on July 30th from the Banff-Minnewanka highroad east of Bankhead, the first day’s trail 
(12 miles) joins the Cascade River north of Stewart Canyon and follows the west side of the river to 
the first camp, which will probably be in the fork of Stoney Creek and Cascade River. The second 
day’s ride (15 miles) follows the east side of Cascade River, passing through grassy slides which as a

rule abound in elk, crossing Cuthead Creek and 
passing through the flowery Alpine meadows of 
Flint Flats till the second camp is reached below 
Block Mountain. Those who wish good fishing 
can take a side trip up Sawback Creek, where the 
fishing is excellent, particularly in Sawback Lake, 
provided the heat is not great—in which case the 
lake is apt to grow muddy from melting glaciers. 

The third day’s ride (15 miles) goes well above 
timber line over Badger Pass, commanding some 
of the most spectacular scenery in the Canadian 
Rockies. Ffere the trail drops down to Hiltz Creek 
under the snowclad face of Pulsatilla Mountain. 
Those who took the three day trail ride in 1926 
will remember the night spent in camp here. The 



third day’s camp, however, is farther on at the 
headwaters of Baker Creek, probably near Tilted 
Mountain. The fourth day’s ride (10 miles) 
follows Baker Creek to its junction with the Bow 
River, near which the Pow-Wow will be held. 
There is excellent fishing on Baker Creek below 
the Canyon and the scenery is superb. For those 
who wish to make a longer ride on the fourth day, 
there will be ample time to make a morning trip 
to the Skoki Valley with its glacial lake of supreme 
magnificence and beauty. Rate for this ride is $50. 
This ride qualifies for the bronze button or brooch.
